lie many virtues of the departed, and 
when ho seemed to mako an unusually 
jood point the mourners manifested then- 
appreciation by an increase in the force 
of their groans.

,he horses that wore tho property of the 
deceased and went homo firmly beliov- 
ng that tho dead woman's spirit is roam- 
ng untroubled m "Gliofat iiiountaha," 
just across the river.—San i'raticijoo 
3hroniclo. 


Uol'orm In J.lquor Trufilc. 


On anil after May 15 next licenses is 


sued to storekeepers iu this city to sell 
iquor not to be drank on the premises 
will cost $200 u year instead of §.10 a- 
aoretofore. The new rate, which applies 
:o those whoso sales aggregate less than 
$,500 a year, was agreed upon by the 
excise board on Tuesday. Its adoption 
s a salutary, practicable and proper 
measure of excise reform. 


It is salutary because it will tend to 


restrict the evil of surreptitious drink- 
ing in grocery, provir-ion and drugstores 
vrhich are patronized by women, anil in 
which the charge for liquor is added to 
the cost of household commodities. 


It is practicable, because it will aug- 


ment the city's excise revenues without 
a corresponding increase in the immbi r 
of saloons or in the amount of liquor 
sold. 


It is proper, because it will do away 


with the unfair distinction which h 
heretofore existed between ordinary h,i- 
loons where liquor is &oKI openly and 
stores where tho F,.IIHO article is sold pri 
vatoly.—No'.v York Bun

Tho Minneapolis Journal publishes 


an firfcicle concerning pension frauds 
in northern Iowa and southern Minne- 
sota. The unearthing of these frauds 
is the result of the investigations of a 
special pension examiner. He discov- 
ered that the names of witnesses to 
pension papers were forged, and that 
pension attorneys had been perpetrat- 
ing frauds on the people for years. 
Two arrests were made, one of whom 
is no less a personage than Dr. George 
Kessel, mayor of Cresco, Iowa, and the 
other G. V. A'anlenven, Jr., who, it is 
alleged, have been engaged in the dis- 
reputable business tor years and have 
swindled the government on a large 
scale. 


Instances of fraudulent claims for 


pensions having -been allowed by the 
pension bureau are of frequent occur- 
rence. Two cases were discovered at 
Elmira, N. Y., after the claimants had 
received nearly $20,000 backpay. It 
was shown that these persons had 
never been in the Union army, or any 
other for that matter, and that irre- 
sponsible persons had been hired to 
make false affidavits that the claimants 
had been disabled in the war of the re- 
bellion. 


The pension list has been swelled to 


enormous proportions of late years 
and is said to contain more names than 
there were soldiers in the Union army. 
General Garfield, \vheu in 
congress 


from Ohio apologized as a soldier for 
advocating an appropriation of $29,- 
000,000 for pensions and said the cli- 
max hi the pension business had then 
been reached. That was nearly fifteen 
years ago, yet the amount now paid for 
pensions is about $185,000,000 a year 
and there are tens of thousands of 
claims not yet passed upon. If this 
vast sum of money was paid to deserv- 
ing men, who were disabled ifl the serv- 
ice of their country there would be no 
just cause for complaint, but when it 
is believed that impostors receive a, 
large portion of it, the people, who 
have to foot the bill, naturally desire 
that the closest scrutiny should be 
made ore pensions are granted. 


If the members of the Grand Army 


of the Kepublic would take the matter 
in hand they could stop most of the 
fraudulent pension business. They 
havo posts in almost every village in 
the country and could easily ascertain 
who are receiving pensions and whether 
the pensioner Iws been in the army. 
As a matter of pride and in justice to 
the men who are entitled to pensions 
under tho laws they should lend their 
aid in exposing impostor?).

A Number of New Appointments 


to the Pension Office, 


World's Ifalr Injunction Suit.

CHICAGO, June 1.—Justice Brewer of 


the United States supreme Court sat 
on the 
bench this afternoon and 


listened to arguments in the world's 
fair injunction suit. Attorney Walker 
flled an amended answer on be 
half of the exposition in which it was 
claimed that while the exposition re- 


eived after March 3 some of the sou- 
venir coins provided for in the act of 
August 5,1892, it denies that it had full 
knowledge of the passing of the act of 
March 3, except such knowledge as 
might be derived from a publication of 
the act. It also says the defendant 
not being informed of the construction 
that would be put upon the act by the 
secretary of the treasury. In the lat- 
ter part of March or early in April it 
communicated with him requesting an 
early interpretation. 
An answer was 


not received until late in April when 
the secretary forwarded a copy of the 
opinion of the attorney-general^ This 
idvised the secretary to withhold $570,- 
880, a part of the appropriation on the 
.ict of August, 1892, and in pursuance 
of it defendant has not received the 
sum. 


It was claimed that an acceptance of 


;he money by the exposition after it 
had full knowledge of the construction 
placed upon the act stopped it from 
setting up the plea of a violation of 
the contract. Ex-United States Solici- 
tor-General Aldrich spoke first for 
the government. Mr. Walker followed 
for the exposition. Mr. High was clos- 
ing for the government when the court 
adjourned.

Improvements That are Being Made 1>y 


tlie "Water Company. 


The Water, Land and Light Co. is 


pushing work on its new reservoirs on 
the hill back of the Seminary. Eeser- 
voir No. 3, as it is called, is being deep- 
ened and enlarged so as to have a 
capacity of 25,000,000 gallons, and the 
dirt taken out is being used in the em- 
bankments for the new reservoir on 
the east side of reservoirs known as 1 
and 2. The new reservoir will have a 
capacity of 25,000,000 gallons, and 
when the system is complete, the 
company will have storage room of 
70,000,000 gallons, which will bo ample 
for the high pressure service during a 
dry summer or hard winter, or in case 
of an accident to, as well as in the 
necessary cleaning of, the Highland 
ditch. 


The company also has a force of men 


cleaning and enlarging the Highland 
ditch from the "receivers" around the 
McKissick ranch and out to the Honey 
Lake road, the present end of the ditch. 
When this is done the work of extend- 
ing the ditch will be continued and 
during the summer it will, be pushed 
around to the foothills back of the 
English mill property, and very near 
to the entrance of Prosser valley. But 
before the valley can be reached a 
tunnel 832 feet in length will have to 
be run. The company will soon adver- 
tise for bids for the tunnel work. All 
the work outlined will be expedited 
soon by the use of the great ditching 
machine used by the Inyo Canal Co. in 
the building of its forty miles of canal, 
and which machine has just been pur- 
chased by the Eeno Water Co. It will 
be a handsome sight when all the hills 
around Eeno are under cultivation and 
in green, and it is the aim of the Water 
Company to provide water sufficient 
for all under the line of its present 
ditch, and proposed extension. 
To 


that end it has for the past two years 
expended a great deal of money, and 
its entire revenue is constantly being 
spent in improvements.

Against Chance Verdicts. 


The supreme court of California has 


decided that chance verdicts are im- 
proper and illegal. 
In the case of 


Katie E. Dixon against W. J. F. Pluns in 
which damages were claimed for per- 
sonal injuries the jury agreed by a 
vote that the average opinion of the 
jurors should determine the verdict. 
A ballot was taken, each juror stating 
the amount of damages that should in 
his opinion be awarded plaintiff, and 
returned a verdict for the average. The 
defendant set forth these facts in an 
affidavit made by one of the jurors 
and moved for a new trial on the 
ground of misconduct on the part of 
the jury and appealed to the supreme 
court. 
The court held that a jury 


should not agree to abide by a chance 
verdict, and deflnea "chance" as a 
hazard, risk or the result of uncertain 
and unknown conditions 
or forces, 


and the facts developed in the case at 
bar convinced the court that the jurors 
had left their verdict to chance. The 
defendant's motion for a new trial was 
therefore granted and the case is to be 
tried again by a jury that will find a 
verdict based on facts, not on chance. 


THE creditors of Charles Foster, ex- 


secretary of the treasury, held a meet- 
ing at Fostoria and adopted resolutions 
of sympathy. The creditors agreed to 
accept 50 cents on the dollar in pay- 
ment of their claims, leaving it entirely 
with Foster whether be should pay 
more if he felt financially able to do 
so. A communication from Mr. Foster 
read "at the meeting stated that he 
could pay 50 per cent, on his debts in 
a short time, but he wanted to pay 
in full.

This fre- 
quently causes much trouble and bitter- 
ness between the Indians and stockmon. 
and if not remedied would in time result 
in serious trouble. 


To prevent tho possibility of trouble, 


Agent Brown of Pino Ridge called a 
meeting of all ctoclnneu with herds in 
that section and made a proposition to 
them that tho government would furnish 
wires and posts 1'or inclosing the western 
and northern sides of tho reservation if 
the stockmen and ranchmen residing on 
the border would, construct a durable 
4-wire fence. Tho proposition was con- 
sidered a fair one, and a fence will un- 
doubtedly bo built. This miniature Chi- 
nese wall will bo about 90 miles in length.

Vienna's Bachelor Club. 


Onr Vienna correspondent is able to 


contradict a misleading report. It has 
been said that a club of men of position 
has been formed in that city for the as- 
sistance of yoting women of humble sta- 
tion who may aspire to iqarriage with 
them. A new club has indeed come into 
being, but it is of quite another sort. IT 
is a club of professed bachelors—a celi- 
bate order of dandies. It derives its 
origin no doubt from a well known Lon- 
don institution which bears the same 
tame. But our Bachelors' club binds its 
members by no self denying ordinance 
in regard to the future, and we believe 
it demands not more than that candi- 
dates shall have been single at ono time 
in t'heir lives. That might be tolerated 
as a passing condition, but it is a very 
different thing to shut the door to re- 
pentance forever.

They have broken 
them by anticipation. An indignant wo- 
man has openly charged the president 
with frequent promises of marriage to 
herself and has demanded his deposition. 
In all probability the institution will 
have to change its title and become the 
Sour Grapes,—London Telegraph. 


Peru Makes Reparation. 


Secretary Gresham has been fortunate 


enough to score a success within the first 
sis weeks of his service at the head of 
the department of state. 
Peru has promised full reparation for 


the recent attack upon our consular 
agency at Mollendo, and as on earnest of 
her purpose has already removed from 
office the subprefect of the department 
in which the assault occurred. Minister 
Hicks, in reporting the affair, spoke of 
the person who had been wounded as an 
acting consular agent, and since Mr. 
Griffith is onr accredited representative 
at Mollendo a native of Peru may havo 
been in temporary charge of the con- 
sulate during the outbreak of mob vio- 
lence. But Mr. Gresham's demand for 
reparation was based on the offense com- 
mitted against the government as well 
as on the injury to person and property. 


Prompt as that demand was, the re- 


sponse of Pern has been equally quick 
and unequivocal. She has expressed her 
regret for the occurrence, so that the 
apology fine to the government is prac- 
tically complete, and the proper amount 
of indemnity can easily be settled. This 
little incident, sprung upon the new state 
department and rapidly disposed of, may 
have an indirect influence much beyond 
its intrinsic importance as a practical 
experience of the value of courteous 
frankness and vigor in dealing with for- 
eign nations.—New York Sun. 


Naronic Insurance. 


The marine insurance companies on 


this side of the Atlantic have given up 
all hope of thf> Naronic, and the New 
York Mutual and the Atlantic Mutual 
insurance companies have begun to pay 
off their policies on the Naronic's cargo. 


"Law and custom do not compel us 


to pay until after a year and a day," said 
tho president of the New York Mtitual 
Insurance company, "but we are satis- 
fied that the Naronic is lost. 
The rule 


on this side that marine insurance com- 
panies should not pay for losses until 
the lapse of a year and a day sprang in- 
to existence in the days when there 
wore only sailing vessels. 
Them there 


was good reason for the rule, tat in 
these days of steam&hips there can be no 
reason for any such delay." 


The president of the Atlantic Mutual 


Insurance company said that they con- 
sidered the vessel lost, and there was no 
use of waiting longer to settle up with 
the policy holders.

Boston is much stirred over tho re- 


fusal of tho commissioners of pnblio-in- 
etitations to accept a present of roclring 
chairs for the uged and infirm pauper 
women at Rainsford island. A fund of 
$700 had been subscribed by private be- 
nevolence, and the chairs had been 
bought and shipped to the island, but 
the commissioners -would not let the old 
women have them, and they remain on 
the wharf. The mayor of Boston, who 
appoints the commissioners, wrote a note 
requesting them to accept the chairs. 
She commissioners still refused, and re- 
ferred tho matter to the common nouu- 
cil 
The common council voted unani- 


mously in favor of accepting tho cliaiiy, 
and tho aldermen concurred with only 
one dissenting voter. 


Strong pressure was, however, brought 


to bear upon the council and aldermen 
by the commissioners. 
Some of the 


aldermen were taken down the harbor 
to Rainsford island and came back re- 
porting that there was already ono rock- 
ing chair for every three women, and 
more chairs would be a needless luxury. 
The result was that the council and 
aldermen were induced to reconsider 
their vote and refer the whole matter to 
the committee on public institutions, 
which means shelving it indefinitely. 


The insolent anil unreasonable beha- 


vior of the commissioners is understood 
to bo due to a grudgo against Mrs. Alice 
N. Lincoln, who was active in raising 
tho money for the rocking chairs, and 
who has aroused the ire of the commis- 
sioners by previous efforts to better the 
condition of the paupers and to reform 
certain abuses which have caused the 
loss of more than one life.—Boston Wo- 
man's Journal.
